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DETAILED ACTION 

Note: A new rejection of previously allowed claim 23 is in this office action. Thus, 
this action is a second action non-final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 7-9 and 1 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bonutti '979. 

Bonutti discloses in figures 1-10 an orthosis that anticipates a should orthosis 
device for effecting rotational movement of a lower arm portion of a patient about a 
central longitudinal axis of a humerus bone of an upper arm of the patient comprising a 
lower arm section (at 24), configured for receiving the lower arm portion, the lower arm 
section is configured, dimensioned and arranged for maintaining the lower arm portion 
substantially orthogonal to the upper arm, a drive member 34, connected to the lower 
arm section, the drive member includes an opening (the opening in 48), configured, 
dimensioned and arranged to accommodate a section of the patient's arm therein, the 
lower arm section includes a lower cuff 44, configured to receive and grip the lower arm 
portion, the lower section includes a hand cuff 32, the lower arm section includes inner 
and outer channels (156, 158), that are slidably connected, the drive means rotates the 
lower arm section from one position to another position, an upper arm section (at 26), 
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the upper arm section includes an upper cuff 26, the upper arm section is adjustable 
(moveable on hinge 28) to align the upper arm section with a glenoid cavity of the 
shoulder, the lower section includes a base 24, a secondary drive member 56, the 
length of the upper arm is adjustable (by moving the pivot 28), an upper cuff 42 and the 
length of the lower arm section is adjustable (via 156, 158). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bountti 

'979. 

Bonutti discloses in figures 1-10 an orthosis, substantially as claimed, as set forth 
immediately above. However, Bonutti doesn't disclose the upper arm section having a 
lower channel member slidably affixed to an upper channel member. Bonutti teaches in 
figures 1-10 an orthosis comprising a lower arm section having a lower channel member 
156, slidably affixed to an upper channel member 158. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time that the invention was made that the lower 
and upper channel members disclosed by Bonutti could be incorporated into the upper 
section in order to be able to adjust the length of the upper member similar to how the 
lower section is adjusted.
